A PIECE of land sold by Shepway 
council for just £154,000 is on the 
market for up to £2.5 million. 

The site in Hawkinge will go under the auction¬ 
eer’s hammer on Friday, December 14, after 
covenants imposed by the council following the 
sell-off are removed. 

This will add £467,000 to the council’s coffers. 

But the authority’s overall gain of £620,000 is 
less than a quarter of the possible £2.5 million 
which has been quoted as the top guide price by 
auctioneers Clive Emson. 

The land was originally sold to the Hawkinge 
Activities and Adventure Centre Limited in 1987. 

The covenants were introduced in an attempt 
to keep the land in use by the charity. 

But earlier this year the centre applied for out¬ 
line planning permission for the land, near Siskin 
Close. And an agreement was reached with the 
council to have the covenants removed for an 
agreed sum of £467,000. 

Ward councillor David Godfrey said he was 
looking into the situation after concern was 
expressed by local residents. 

“I am not happy with the situation and will be 
seeking further clarification,” he said. 

In response, Shepway council has issued a five- 
point statement: 

1. When we sold the land in 1987 we imposed 
covenants. We agreed what the value of those 
covenants were. 

2. We have taken valuation and legal advice 
about whether this is an appropriate valuation 
and we are told that it is. 

3. The money we will be paid if the land is sold

MARINE experts fear fans 
have seen the last of Dave 
the Dolphin - who may 
even have died. 

Yourshepway newspaper and 
yourkenttv were there on one of 
the last days the female bottlenose 
was spotted during the first week of 
November - and filmed her playfully 
leaping from the waves. 

It has now been almost a month 
since the last confirmed sighting of 
the popular resident of the waters off 
Sandgate. 

Spotters from the British Divers 
Marine Life Rescue group are con¬ 
stantly on the lookout for evidence 
that Dave is still alive. 

But so far they have drawn a com¬ 
plete blank. 

if We do not know where she is, or if 
she is alive. It’s that simple,” marine 
expert Tony Woodley informed 
Yourshepway. 

“Earlier she had sustained injuries 
to her fin but seemed to be OK. 
Certainly she was spotted after that. 

‘When you filmed her, that would 


have been one of the very last sight¬ 
ings as she vanished very soon after¬ 
wards. 

“It was after the tidal surge and 
heavy seas, but whether that was a 
factor or not we don’t know. 

“Likewise, food stocks could have 
made her move on - but a solitary 
dolphin doesn’t eat too much, really.” 

The diver group is appealing for 
members of the public who have 
evidence of Dave’s whereabouts to 
come forward. 

Solitary dolphins are regarded as 
a high-risk species and many 
instances of them being hit by boats 
or tangled in fishing nets have been 
recorded 

Mr Woodley added: “Dave is a very 
unusual dolphin and the behaviour 
she has been exhibiting is certainly 
unusual. 

“She has become a big attraction 
locally and I know many people are 
interested in her. 

“Dolphins are fascinating crea¬ 
tures - when you get together with 
one in a situation such as a rescue 
you get a very strong impression 
that this is a sentient, intelligent 
creature. 

“Certainly they are more than just 
the usual marine life forms.”

Opponents say 
that they're not 
being listened to

PEOPLE in Romney Marsh say 
they face five years of misery if a 
proposed housing development gets 
the green light. 

The plans entail more than 1,000 homes and 
other buildings on an area prone to flooding, 
just outside Hythe. 

Developer Crofton wants to build what would 
be virtually a small town in an area of the 
marsh which is home to migrating birds and 
rare plant species. 

Opponents of the scheme say their opinions 
have been ignored by the company in the run¬ 
up to the application, which is being judged by 
Shepway council. 

Bob Wilson, who lives in Burmarsh, attended 
a meeting at which residents spelt out their 
frustration at the plans to build on the area 
known as Nickolls Quarry. 

‘We face five years of absolute misery - and 
that is a minimum time period,” he said. 

“The major problem is that the area is so 
prone to flooding it needs to be raised up using 
infill - in the case shingle. 


“I have worked out the large 40-hectare area 
site will need between one and two million 
cubic metres of infill. 

“At current capacity this represents at least 
80 heavy lorry journeys per day for five years at 
least, and possibly more. The A259 is one of the 
most congested roads in the county and the 
access roads to it are winding and narrow. 

“Heavy lorries are the most likely vehicles to 
rip up road surfaces and they would cause utter 
chaos to both the streets and normal traffic by 


clogging up already busy bottlenecks such as 
the one at Hythe by the light railway station.” 

Crofton remains committed to the develop¬ 
ment brief. 

It says it has pledged to finance all up-front 
costs, farther substantiating its commitment to 
project. 

The developer says it has led on the submis¬ 
sion to the local authority of an outline plan¬ 
ning application, including preparation of a 
‘development brief and ‘masterplan’. 


Success for faster 
broadband test 

A HI-TECH broadband scheme pio¬ 
neered in Folkestone and Dover is 
to be extended to cable customers 
nationwide. 

The project by Virgin Media has given 
local web users the highest speeds avail¬ 
able at 50Mbps - up to 10 times faster 
than most connections. 

The £20 million scheme has been 
promoted by Pulp Fiction star Uma 
Thurman and ran its trial period this 
autumn. 

Virgin Media chief executive Neil 
Berkett said: “The network has a 
unique potential to take the lead with 
the commercial launch of a 50Mbps.” 

The system means music can be 
downloaded in seconds, while films take 
minutes to be made available rather 
than hours. 

The arrival of broadband has revolu¬ 
tionised the internet, sending the 
number of people accessing the web 
soaring as multimedia content such 
as video and music become downloadable 
at far quicker speeds than dial-up 
modems or ISDN lines.

Church repairs are 
finished thanks to 
Community Chest 


TV show 
highlights 
flood risk 

LOW-LYING areas of Shepway 
have been declared among the 11 
most likely parts of the UK to flood. 

They are identified by Channel 4’s 
Dispatches programme which went 
out on Monday, putting Boston in 
Lincolnshire at the top of the list. 

The programme, called Britain 
UnderWater, reports that increased 
building in floodplain areas means 
there has been significant surge in 
the number of homes at risk. 

It also raises concerns over the 
amount that authorities are doing 
to protect vulnerable installations 
such as power stations, railway 
lines and motorways. 

The show raises the suggestion 
that insurers should be tougher on 
developers wanting to construct 
properties on flood plains - or 
simply refuse to insure them at all. 

A spokesman for the Department 
of Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs said: “The Government is 
committed to effectively managing 
flood and coastal erosion risk. 

“Spending has nearly doubled in 
cash terms during the last 10 years 
and is now estimated at £600 million 
for 2007-08.” 


REPAIRS to Hythe Christian 
Spiritualist Church have been 
completed, thanks to a grant from 
Shepway council. 

The £4,000 payout from the 
Community Chest fund went 
towards the £8,000 needed to 
repair structural damage to a wall. 

A plaque was unveiled at a serv¬ 
ice last month to mark the comple¬ 
tion of repairs. It was attended by 
deputy council leader Cllr David 
Monks. 

Averil Parsons, president of the 
church, said: “When we discovered 
a bulge in our wall that needed 
attention, it was a shock to hear 
that we needed to find £8000 for 
the work. 

“So we were delighted to receive a 
grant from Shepway’s Community 
Chest to cover half the cost. 

“That meant we were able to con¬ 
centrate our efforts on raising 
funds for the remaining £4,000.” 

The work of the church in Mount 
Street has been completed.

Cllr David Monks had no doubt 
that the church was a worthy 
cause for the Community Chest 
fund. 

“With well over a hundred mem¬ 
bers, this is an active local church, 
and the grant means it can contin¬ 
ue with its many community activ¬ 
ities,” he said. 

The Community Chest Fund had 
provided 25 grants, totalling 
£87,000, to causes in Shepway last 
year, the councillor continued. 

“This included support for a local 
allotments group, camping equip¬ 
ment for the Guides, support for 
Age Concern and helping to install 
disabled toilets at the Greatstone 
community hall,” said Cllr Monks. 

“This year we have had more 
than 30 applications from local 
groups and we expect to have 
around £80,000 to allocate.”

Funds are still being sought to restore The

Conservationists want to run the machine 
alongside the existing lifts as a new tourist 
attraction for Folkestone.

"Our lift is older than the tank and so would 
be just as effective in teaching people about 
the history of the area and the people who 
used to live here."

“The British Army has lost one of its finest 
prospects and the nation has lost a dedicated 
servant, a demonstrably warm-hearted man of 
profound integrity and courage - quite simply, 
a very special human being. 

“Lex was killed by an enemy improvised 
explosive device to the west of Kandahar city 
He was commanding a convoy of the battalion’s 
vehicles. 

Devastated 

“I was in my headquarters awaiting news of 
their progress when the tragic news came 
through. It goes without saying that I and those 
I was with were devastated when we were 
informed of the attack and its effects. 

“Lex had come across to 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles specifically to support us 


for this operation in Afghanistan from our sis¬ 
ter battalion, 2nd Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, but he had spent many years with us in 
various appointments prior to this tour and he 
was well known to my riflemen and officers. 

“He had only been back with this battalion for 
a short period but had already established him¬ 
self as one of its mainstays - conscientious, 
always willing to selflessly muck in and with a 
keen sense of duty. 

“The convoy he was leading was completing 
its final leg when he was killed. 

“I had listened in when he briefed his soldiers 
before the first leg of the journey deep in 
Helmand, and I was there to count the vehicles 
out when they departed. 

“I took Lex aside for a personal chat before he 
climbed into his vehicle. 

“He was taking it all in his stride, was calm, 
positive and entirely in control. His poise was 
humbling.”

Man in court charged 
with 40 sex crimes 

A MAN from Folkestone is due to appear at 
Maidstone Crown Court next week charged 
with 40 sex crimes. 

Michael Ashley Tully, 58, appeared before 
Folkestone magistrates in October, where he 
was charged with 12 offences. 

He was remanded in custody and appeared 
at Maidstone Crown Court on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 12, where he was charged with a further 
28 offences. 

Tully has been charged with 13 counts of 
rape, 10 counts of indecent assault of a girl 
under the age of 16, three counts of indecency 
towards a child, three counts of gross indecen¬ 
cy with or towards a child, nine counts of actu¬ 
al bodily harm and two counts of taking inde¬ 
cent images of a child. 

He will go before Maidstone Crown Court on 
Friday, December 14.

Triennial has won this year’s Turner Prize. 

Conceptual artist Mark Wallinger won the 
£25,000 prize for his installation State Britain, 
which is a detailed replica of the one-man peace 
camp in Parliment Square against the Iraq war.

Hopper at a ceremony at Tate Liverpool. 

The Folkestone Triennial will run between 
June 14-September 14 next year and will fea¬ 
ture many works from acclaimed artists.

your local interview 



What animals do you look after? 


A The description of large carnivores does 
not quite cover the animals we look after 
in our section. At one point it was quite a 
good description. Barbary lions, Indian and 
Siberian tigers, snow leopards, African 
hunting dogs, Canadian timber wolves and 
dholes were the larger carnivores that made 
up the section. This has been increased to 
include some newcomers to the zoo, such as 
meerkats, coati and everything in the rep¬ 
tile house. None of these newcomers are 
large carnivores, but most do eat meat and 
so that’s why they have fallen onto this sec¬ 
tion. 


Q 


How dangerous is it? 


A Safety has always been an issue with work¬ 
ing with wild animals, but of course things 
aren’t implemented or put on to paper until 
things happen. In recent years, health and 
safety has been, of course, top of everything 
that we do. 

But to be honest, working with large car¬ 
nivores has to be done properly and safely - 
the penalty for mistakes isn’t just a scratch, 
it could be death. The large carnivore sec¬ 
tion is made up of four people: myself, 
Richard Barnes, Sarah Wills and Rob 
Gordon, and I trust all of them with my 
life... you have to. 


How did you land your dream job? 


Being head of the large carnivore section 
is a dream job, but one that I’m not 100 
per cent in yet - I’m currently acting head of 
large carnivores. The road to this position has 
been a long one -1 actually started off on the 
small carnivore section aged 18 when keeper 
Neville Buck gave me my opening. 

I worked with Neville for five years. In this 
time I learnt a lot - Neville is very experi¬ 
enced and knowledgeable, which made him 
great to learn from. Then I made the deci¬ 
sion to become a cover keeper, covering peo¬ 
ple’s days off or holidays on different sec¬ 
tions, and so got to work with all the ani¬ 
mals. 

Part of this time I spent a while on the 
large carnivore section and I loved every 
minute of it, and so when I was given the 
choice of where I could go permanently I 
chose the large carnivore section without 
hesitation. I started with little knowledge of 
the animals, but passion drives you to 
learn. 


Q 


What kind of relationship do you have with the animals? 


A Looking after animals on a day-to-day 
basis means that you get emotionally 
attached to them, even those that would 
rather have you for dinner. 

One particular lion springs to mind - her 


name was Aisha. She was easily the most 
aggressive lion that we have ever had here at 
the zoo. 

As a cub, Aisha was neglected by her moth¬ 
er, but instead of hand-rearing her, the keepers 
simply snuck into the shed when mum was off 
doing her thing with dad and bottle-fed her. 

This was done for two weeks in the hope 
that mum would come back and do the job 
herself. It paid off - one day Aisha was sit¬ 
ting on the keeper’s lap suckling from a bot¬ 
tle, the next day she was a lion, all teeth and 
claws! 

She never changed from this point 
onwards. As an adult she had this wonderful 
habit of running for her food, but upon real¬ 
ising we were still near the fence watching 
her she would run back towards us and leap 
from 20 feet away, landing with all four feet, 
and a lot of teeth, on the fence, trying to get 
to us... thank goodness for that tough chain- 
link fence. 

Even with all this hostility she remained one 
of my favourite cats -1 guess I saw something 
behind all of that aggression. Aisha died at the 
very young age of five from something we had 
no control over. 

That was very hard, struggling to get her 
well but seeing her fade away despite our best 
efforts. I will always miss her. 

On a lighter note, her only cub turned out to 
be lovely and friendly towards us, except her 
grumpy days. 

She displays all the characteristics I could 
see behind the eyes of Aisha.

We will all be guilty if 
Big Brother has his way 


I DON’T know about everyone else 
but personally, the Government’s 
plan to issue us all with ID cards 
makes me less comfortable than 
Winston Smith in a pet shop spe¬ 
cialising in rats. 

Orwellian cliches aside, I find the prospect of 
an eye scanning, voice recognizing, and finger¬ 
print analysing world rather uncomfortable, 
not to mention unhygienic. 

I’ve heard the arguments; for the terminally 
absent minded it might be better to have only 
one important document to lose... until you 
lose it that is. 

And of course, there’s the old chestnut if you 
haven’t done anything wrong, you’ve got noth¬ 
ing to fear. 

Well, maybe not, but it’s really not about 
having nothing to fear is it? This isn’t the 
schoolroom where nobody goes home until the 
person who released crickets in assembly 
owns up. 


Shouldn’t we be asking instead: “If I haven’t 
done anything wrong, why the interest?” 

Like most law abiding citizens, bar a few 
parking tickets and occasional determined 
nakedness, my criminal intentions are pretty 
much zero. 

But still, the Government would like a com¬ 
prehensive database including biometric data, 
personal details, pet’s name and favourite 
colour. 

Why? Just in case? 

By pushing this scheme, it’s as if the 
Government assumes we are all closet crimi¬ 
nal masterminds, Dick Dastardly style charac¬ 
ters who sit at home twirling our waxed mus¬ 
taches, talking to our dogs and cooking up 
ingenious ways to beat a selection of bizarre 
vehicles in a comedy endurance race. 

Ok, this analogy has gone astray, but the 
point is that one of the central tenets of 
English law is innocent until proven guilty. 

Innocent people do not deserve to have their 
eyes scanned when they go shopping. 

Already our lives are monitored in a way 


that has simply not been possible in the past, 
and ID cards represent another nail in the cof¬ 
fin for privacy and personal freedom. 

It’s almost as if the law is shifting towards 
innocent, as long as you can prove it. 

Aside from the proven inaccuracy of current 
statistical biometrics, the outrageous cost to 
the tax payer and the seemingly inevitable 
Home Office cock-ups, keeping track of every¬ 
body in this way is just wrong. 

I’ve spent time in countries like Cuba and 
China where police can demand citizens’ 
papers for simply being out on the street. It is 
a genuinely disturbing experience, and it’s not 
something we should be trying to emulate. 

A national ID database, on which we are all 
numbers to be shared and collated is an 
anathema, an affront not only to our individ¬ 
ual identity, but to our national identity too.

What does FAPEC do in Folkestone? 

Folkestone Area Partnership Against Crime (FAPAC) 
engages with the local business community by radio link, 
helping businesses take ownership of problems such as 
anti-social behaviour, shoplifting, binge and under-age 
drinking and alcohol-related crime. The FAPAC radio is an 
instant link with CCTV and those police officers who are 
patrolling our town. FAPAC members have an EYE symbol 
on their windows and will help visiting students, tourists, 
lost children, vulnerable aged and any member of the 
public who needs to contact the emergency services. It is 
funded through the hiring out of radios to businesses in 
and around Folkestone and the Shepway area. 

These radios, together with SDC-CCTV, warn FAPAC 
members when troublemakers are around and this helps 
to prevent those individuals who are harming our retail 
community from carrying out their criminal activity. 

Surprisingly, there are still people who do not realise 
that they are being watched by town and store CCTV. 
FAPAC works with traders, Kent police, local authorities 
and other agencies such as Kent County Council Trading 
Standards, Kent Fire and Rescue Services, Shepway 
District Council Licensing and Environmental Health. 

It was set up under the umbrella of FTCM Limited and 
alongside Discover Folkestone Hythe and Romney Marsh - 
it is an award-winning, intelligence-led, business retail 
crime reduction partnership. 

What has FAPEC achieved? 

The FAPAC scheme has saved the police more than £1 mil¬ 
lion during the last three years. Police figures indicate a sig¬ 
nificant drop in crime and the retail community of Folke¬ 
stone, who are members of FAPAC, have indicated that they 
feel a sense of 'community spirit' in the knowledge that they 
are linked 24/7 to each other and CCTV. We urge all busi¬ 
nesses in the Shepway area to join the FAPAC scheme that 
helps provide a safer place to live, work, shop and visit.

a beer, a bite to eat and maybe a 
newspaper to read in front of the 
fire on our return home. 

All this ended last year when I 
inadvertently contributed £30 to 
the Shepway car park operating 


costs. I had missed the 
announcement that parking 
charges were to be introduced 
and was astonished to find a 
penalty ticket on the car when 
we returned from our walk. 


There can’t have been more 
than a dozen cars in the park 
that Sunday morning, far fewer 
than previously - which should 
have alterted me to the change. 

Shepway apparently pays 
someone to spend the whole day 
checking the few vehicles parked 
in the November rain - the 
combined revenue from parking 
fees and fines cannot possibly 
match the costs involved in 
enforcing the charges. 

We no longer drive to 
Dymchurch on winter Sundays, 
preferring not to contribute to 
the council’s ill-thought-out 
policy. Apart from the people who 
go elsewhere rather than pay up, 
the losers are the shops, cafes 
and pubs in Dymchurch. 

This is no doubt repeated 
throughout most places in 
Shepway, with almost empty car 
parks and declining business 
revenues. Instead of encouraging 
winter trade through a pro-active 
policy of support for local 
businesses, the council does its 
best to drive custom away. 

Punitive car park charges 
encourage on-street parking and 
reduce revenues for local traders, 
particularly during the off-season 
months. 

Residents of Shepway get little 
enough for their high council 
taxes - for environmental 
services to throw away our 
money like this is unforgivable.

On her latest album, For The 
Living Of These Days, Campbell was 
asked to produce something similar 
to 200l’s Wandering Strange, on 
which she recast the hymns of her 
youth in the Baptist church using 
her favourite style - 60s soul with a 
heavy dose of Muscle Shoals sound. 

She enlisted the help of legendary 
musician Spooner Oldham and the 
result was an album which captured 
special moments in the studio more 
than any other. 

Inspired by her own spiritual 
journey, Campbell used Christ¬ 
ianity’s teachings about how human 
beings treat each other as a theme. 

Woody Guthrie’s Jesus Christ 
opens the album and explores the 
idea that Christ’s message would 
have had the same result if he had 
preached it to citizens of New York in 
1940. Campbell used this as a 
foundation for the rest of the album. 

The same idea is used in Kris 
Kristofferson’s They Killed Him and 
Bobby Braddock’s Would They Love 
Him Down in Shreveport. 

The idea of denying events like the 
Holocaust and Trail of Tears is 
explored in Campbell’s own Terrible 
Mercy. 

There are songs which discuss 
allowing a higher power to guide us 
and the album also includes The 
Prayer of Thomas Merton, which is a 
Trappist monk’s prayer set to music. 

Campbell discovered that repeated 
listening brought out more and 
deeper meanings from each song, 
which she hoped would help to offer 
guidance, encouragement and hope 
for the living of these days. 

Campbell will be supported by The 
Haley Sisters from West Yorkshire. 
From an early age, Jo-Ann and 
Becky followed in their parents’ 
footsteps and showed an interest in 
music, particularly country.

Cosy charm of the Cotswolds

THERE is something comforting 
about the Cotswolds, an area as 
warm and welcoming as a woolly 
Witney blanket. 

Indeed it was wool that built the Cotswolds 
- the heavy fleeces from local sheep being 
much in demand and leading to the wealth 
and growth of the district in the Middle Ages. 

The legacy for visitors today is the number of 
beautiful country houses that have grown out 
of the area's historical wealth. The other joy is 
the lovely unspoilt countryside and the 
resounding place names. 

Stow-on-the-Wold, Bourton-on-the-Water, 
Chipping Campden, Upper Slaughter - no 
area does names quite like the Cotswolds. 

Our first stop was Thornbury Castle, just 
north of Bristol, a residence that once hosted 
Henry VIII and his second wife Anne Boleyn. 

The castle is just a short walk from the main 
town, and opposite an imposing church. 
Thornbury Castle was recently voted second 
only to Ashford Castle in Ireland as the best 
castle hotel in Europe, it's not hard to see why. 

We worked our way up a winding staircase 
to our immaculate room and later enjoyed 
walks in the pretty grounds. 

Thornbury was a good spot for exploring the 
southern Gloucestershire part of the 
Cotswolds. There are gardens galore around 
here, and we dropped in at Abbey House 
Gardens in Malmesbury.

From Thornbury we were also able to see 
Painswick Rococo Garden. This is the only 
rococo garden in the UK - one where there is 
no one particular style but a series of different 
features shown off flamboyantly. 

Painswick's gardens were created in the 
18th century and were almost lost when they 
were abandoned in 1960. Happily, a restora¬ 
tion began in 1984 and the garden is now con¬ 
trolled by a registered charitable trust. 
Definitely worth a stop. 


Even more steeped in history is Berkeley 
Castle between Bristol and Gloucester. It was 
here that Edward II met a grisly end in 1327, 
with legend having it that the unfortunate 
monarch was dispatched somewhat spectacu¬ 
larly by the use of a red-hot poker. 

I came away recalling the famous lines from 
1066 And All That about Edward's murder - 
“That night horrible screams were heard com¬ 
ing from Berkeley Castle and in the morning 
the king was horribly dead.” 

Our second, and last, stop was right in the 
heart of the Cotswolds at the Lords of the 
Manor country house hotel at Upper 
Slaughter. 

The name, and that of Lower Slaughter, 
refers not to some Berkeley Castle-type atroc¬ 
ity, but to the Anglo-Saxon word slohtre which 
means ‘muddy place’. 

Well, it was not too muddy when we were 
there, although we had a real downpour just 
after checking in at Lords of the Manor, which 
is a former rectory converted to a very comfort¬ 
able place to stay. 

The next day we headed for Owlpen Manor 
at Dursley - almost hidden in a valley - which 
is small but of great interest. 

It is believed that Henry Vi's Queen, 
Margaret of Anjou, stayed at Owlpen the night 
before the 1471 Battle of Tewkesbury where 
her son Edward was slain in the Wars of the 
Roses. 

Needless to say, Margaret's ghost is said to 
haunt Owlpen. Accommodation is available 
next to the manor house in what is, as you'd 
expect from the Cotswolds, a gloriously seclud¬ 
ed setting.

Are you clicking on to 
television of the future?

IT has long been billed as the 
future for the delivery of TV shows 
- and a new deal between the UK’s 
top terrestrial broadcasters looks 
set finally to make on-demand, 
online TV a mainstream platform. 

The BBC, ITV and Channel 4 last week 
confirmed all three were to join forces to launch 
a unified service, bringing together the cream 
of their programming and making it accessible 
for all with broadband web connections. 

In a nutshell it will provide a one-stop shop 
for internet users to access their favourite TV 
shows. And with the power of the three biggest 
TV firms backing it, it is expected to pack an 
almighty punch on the online landscape. 

The service will allow viewers to catch up on 
shows they have missed as well as accessing 
classic episodes of top shows. 

It is expected the programming on offer will 
be available in a variety of different methods, 
including downloading - where the programme 
will go on to your hard drive for you to view at 
your leisure; streaming - which will allow the 
viewer access while connected to the site; and 
rental - the show will be downloaded but only 
work for a limited amount of time. 

Some content will be free, but it is expected 
accessing certain TV favourites will incur a cost. 
Not every show broadcast by the three will be 
made available due to certain rights issues, 
particularly with regard to sport and movies. 

All three media giants have existing on- 
demand services currently available. The 
BBC’s iPlayer, ITVs catch-up service and 
Channel 4’s 4oD will all continue to operate, in 
addition to the merged new service.

As an idea of the costs involved, BBC shows 
are currently free to access, while Channel 4 
puts TV shows from the last 30 days on 4oD 
for free. Other shows cost 99p to rent and films 
can be accessed from £1.99. 

The so-called ‘micro-payments’ (small 
charges perceived to be acceptable by web 
users) are seen as vital to maintain to ensure 
widespread take-up, as opposed to expensive 
monthly or annual price plans. 

The as-yet-unnamed new service - which 
still has to be approved by the BBC Trust and 
the boards of ITV and Channel 4 - is hoped to 
go live next year. 

Similar services are offered by other 
companies in what is becoming an 
increasingly competitive marketplace - made 
possible by the widespread home take-up of 
fast broadband connections and solid security 
systems to prevent programming being spread 
illegally; a copyright concern which had long 
bothered the industry. 

Companies such as BT - via its BT Vision 
platform - have invested heavily in sports 


rights in a bid to gain a foothold on the 
emerging market. 

It snapped up the rights to hundreds of‘near- 
live’ Premiership football matches (full games 
broadcast soon after the match has finished) in 
order to lure customers to a package which 
includes broadband access, broadband- 
delivered TV and online phone services. 

Sky, a long-time innovator in pushing the 
boundaries of new technology, has also had its 
Sky Anytime platform up and running for 
years - allowing existing subscribers to its 
digital TV services online, on-demand access 
to film and sport coverage via their PC. 

John Smith, chief executive of BBC 
Worldwide - the commercial arm of the 
broadcaster - described the new joint project 
as an “historic partnership”. 

He said: “The new service will contain some 
of the very best of the UK’s content for 
consumers to view in one place, which will be 
both easy to use and great fun.” 

There was good news last week too for 
viewers with Freeview - the non-subscription 
set-top digital TV box. 

ITV, the BBC, Channel 4 and Five have all 
agreed in principle to launch high-definition 
services on Freeview between 2009 and 2012 - 
when traditional broadcasts will be replaced 
by the much-heralded switch-over to digital. 

Broadcast watchdog Ofcom has proposed to 
increase the capacity of digital terrestrial 
television - services where the signal is sent to 
existing aerials rather than via satellite or 
cable - thus enabling high-definition 
broadcasts and the prospect of more channels. 

High-definition TV is only available for those 
with HD-ready televisions and, currently, at 
additional cost via the likes of Sky. Current 
Freeview users would have to upgrade then- 
existing set-top box to take advantage of the 
possible HD channels, however.

Officers on the lookout 
for intoxicated drivers 

MORE police officers will be patrolling 
Kent’s roads on the lookout for drunk or 
drugged-up drivers this December. 

Over the next month officers from the 
road policing unit of Kent police will be 
joining local officers around the county, 
carrying out stop checks on motorways and 
towns to catch intoxicated motorists. 

The police arrest 250 people every month 
in Kent for drink and drugged driving 
offences. Drivers caught driving under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs get a 
mandatory ban, a fine up to £5,000, or a 
possible prison sentence. 

As part of the stop checks, officers will 
also be making sure that drivers and 
passengers are wearing seatbelts, and 
watching out for drivers using mobiles. 

Not wearing a seatbelt will result in a 
£30 fine, and drivers holding a mobile 
phone will get a £60 fine plus three penalty 
points on their licence, the fine rising to 
between £1,000 and £2,500 for drivers of 
buses, coaches and heavy goods vehicles. 

Statistics show that one in six people 
killed on the roads is attributable to 
someone driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs.

Soldiers to Afghanistan 

THE Kent-based 1st Battalion Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders are due to be 
deployed to Afghanistan for six months early 
in the New Year.

POLICE have come under fire 
for spending £10,000 on setting 
up an online gift shop selling 
baby clothes inscribed with 
prison slogans. 

The bodysuits and bibs have the slogans 
out at last and I’ve been inside for nine 
months written on them. 

Kent police are also offering official 
looking merchandise - such as ties, 
cufflinks and pens - which critics say could 
be used by criminals to impersonate 
officers. 

The force says the shopping facility has 
been set up to help boost funds for crime 
prevention, while meeting a “growing 
demand” for police-related products. 

But Matthew Elliott, of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance branded the scheme a waste of 
money. 

He said: “Kent police is out of touch if it 
thinks merchandising is more important 
than crime-fighting.” 

Playgroup volunteer Sarah Newman, 
from Ashford, said: “Old folk could be taken 
in by someone with these accessories. They 
look authentic.” 

Neil Harmon, from Margate, added: “This 
should not be so high profile. We are 
constantly being told crime fighting is a 
priority, but it seems that merchandising 
has now become more important. 

“It makes the police look rather 
ridiculous in my view.” 

A police spokesman said the force 
believed it was the first in the country to 
open an online gift shop. 

The products were chosen by its own 
staff, working with business partner

Internova, which runs similar ventures for the 
London Fire Brigade and the London 
Transport Museum. 

They also include copies of historical Kent 
police photographs on display in the force’s 
museum at Chatham Dockyard. 

Adult T-shirts with fingerprint designs cost 
from £13 to £16, baby bibs are on sale for £9, 
and wooden police toys cost up to £10. 

On one day the shop received 29 orders 
worth about £700. 

“This isn’t a new venture for Kent police,” 
said the spokesman. “It’s not to buy equipment 
like riot shields - it’s about building a stream 
of revenue for community projects.” 

Profits would go towards projects such as a 
youth mentoring scheme and the Kent 
People’s Trust charity. 

He said the force was confident the shop 
would recoup its costs in the first year.

ONE OF the most uttered phrases 
when viewing a property has to be ‘It’s 
got potential’. But what exactly does 
that mean? 

We all like to voice our ideas about 
extending the kitchen or adding extra 
space by converting the loft, but finding 
out if that’s achievable and at what cost 
can be expensive and time-consuming, 
especially for the uninitiated. 

So it’s interesting to learn about a new 
service being offered by London archi¬ 
tects bettemest.co.uk. 

They will carry out a property poten¬ 
tial report at a fixed cost of £395 on any 
terraced or semi-detached house in 
England or Wales within five days. 

“The secret,” according to Betternest’s 
chief executive Simon Smith, “lies in 
exploiting the permitted development 
rights attached to every property.” 

To you and me this means what can be 
done without having to obtain planning 
permission. 

The report then suggests possible 
alterations, the costs involved and the 
likely increase in property value upon 
completion - a useful tool for vendors or 
buyers. 

What a difference 
a rate can make 

RESEARCH from Nationwide Building 
Society reveals that three out of four 
people in the UK don’t understand the 
monetary value a one per cent differ¬ 
ence in mortgage rates can make. 

When given details of two five-year 
mortgage deals to compare, the largest 
group of respondents (28 per cent) said 
they thought the difference on a 
£120,000 mortgage with an interest 
rate at 5.6 per cent compared with a 
rate of 6.6 per cent would be between 
£500 and £2,000. Another 23 per cent 
said they had no idea. Only a quarter of 
people correctly identified that the dif¬ 
ference could be more than £4,000. 

The research also showed that men 
are more mortgage-sawy than women, 
with double the amount answering cor¬ 
rectly. Experience also seems to count - 
31 per cent of the 55-64 age group 
guessed correctly, whereas only 16 per 
cent of 18- 24-year-olds realised the 
amount a one per cent difference in rate 
could make. 

Regionally, the South East, along with 
the Midlands and Scotland, had the 
highest score of 28 per cent.

Jeff Cole and his partner Joanne Allen, both 
46 and from Cliftonville, wanted to spend 
money that they had inherited on a property 
they could use for holidays and which would 
also provide a nest egg for later in life.

had potential as a year-round destination for 
maximum rental return.” 

After researching different areas via the 
internet, they settled on the fashionable ski 
resort of Pamporovo, despite the fact that nei¬ 
ther of them had skied, let alone visited 
Bulgaria before. 

In fact, buying their apartment off-plan, the 
couple didn’t make the trip until they had paid 
out about half of the purchase price in May 
this year. And they weren’t disappointed. 

Mr Cole said: “Our initial apprehension dis¬ 
appeared when we saw the area, the build 
quality and met friendly, English-speaking 
people.” 

The couple bought their one-bedroom studio 
apartment for £27,000 and anticipate a rental 
income of between £200 and £250 a week. 

With a top-end meal including wine costing 
under £10 and a McDonald’s Big Mac meal 


less than £1, holiday costs are enticingly low. 

Pamporovo, at 1,650 metres, has an enviable 
snow record and holds the title of‘sunniest ski 
resort in Europe’ to boot. 

Leaving communism behind and embracing 
the race towards tourism, Bulgarian author¬ 
ities and private investors are spending mil¬ 
lions on developing facilities. 

Martin Rose-King, Ashford-based property 
agent for Estate-PM, said: “The last two years 
have seen the British emergence and massive 
growth in the Bulgarian property market. 

“I’ve seen some properties double in value 
over the last 18 months and forecasts predict 
an annual 20 per cent growth.” 

Lynda Ogden, of Ebsfleet Properties, agrees: 
“Bulgaria offers excellent value for money. 
We’re currently selling a development in the 
beach and golf resort of Byala, with prices 
starting from £25,000.” 

And that can only be good news for those 
priced out of traditional overseas property 
markets in the likes of Spain and France.

a big boot - there is even an optional bike 
rack that retracts into the rear bumper 
when not in use. 

It is all a far cry from the Frontera, which 
started life as a pick-up from General Motors’ 
Japanese Isuzu brand. It never really escaped 
the rut before its demise in 2003, after 
12 years on the UK market, leaving Vauxhall 
dealers to stew while rivals stacked up 
lucrative SUV sales. 

But their torment is over now; on top of 
a favourable visual impression, the Antara 
is good on road. It feels taut and corners 
well, despite a lofty stance, yet the ride 
quality is comfortable. 

Should you want to go off-road - though 
few 4x4 buyers actually do - there is also 
hill descent control. 

The 148bhp diesel as tested here, courtesy 
of FG Barnes of Maidstone, is the engine to 
go for. It is lively, if a little noisy - it badly 
needs a sixth gear for quieter motorway 
cruising - but far superior to the weaker and 
thirstier 138bhp 2.4 petrol alternative, 
offered to tempt buyers with a sub-£20,000 
lead-in price for the Antara line-up. 


TAPING over the badges on the 
Antara could spark a big sales 
boost for Vauxhall’s new 4x4. 

Unfortunately, buyers aspiring to the 
green welly wearing, country-set image that 
goes with a smart city dwelling sports utili¬ 
ty vehicle (SUV), are simply not Vauxhall 
people. 

Their pin-up is the Land Rover Freelander 2, 
which is not so much dearer than the Antara 
(from £19,995) and has proper off-road ability, 
even if you don’t need it. 

On the other hand, VauxhaH’s belated 
replacement for the unlamented Frontera looks 
classier than its everyday badge suggests. 

It has smart details such as Range Rover- 
style vents on the front wings, wicked 
alloys, a high-quality interior and nice fix¬ 
tures and fittings with alloy highlights, 
although I hate how the alloy band on the 
centre display reflects upwards onto the 
raked windscreen. 

In the tradition of versatile ‘Flex’ 
interiors in Vauxhall people carriers, the 
interior has highly adaptable seating and

Tour de force 
for economy 


HOSTING Le Tour de France has 
been hailed “an exceptional result” 
after independent research con¬ 
cluded that it raised £15 million for 
the Kent economy. 

Kent County Council and Transport for 
London released a report commissioned from 
the Sport Industry Research Centre at 
Sheffield Hallam University into the econom¬ 
ic effect of the Tour. 

It shows that London and Kent benefited by 
£88 million, including organisers’ expenditure, 
and the extra money spent by spectators and 
visiting teams. 

London saw the lion’s share, with a £73 mil¬ 
lion cash injection across July 7 and 8, with 
Kent seeing £15 million on July 8. 

Cllr Roger Gough, KCC cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “This is yet more evidence 


of what an amazing impact the tour had on 
Kent and London. 

‘We are confident that the priceless value of 
showcasing Kent on national and internation¬ 
al television will be seen next year and in 
years to come, when more visitors choose Kent 
as their holiday destination. 

“The report does not take into account, 
though, the tremendous community spirit 
engendered by the race, especially in places 
such as Sissinghurst and Tenterden, which 
wholeheartedly embraced the event.” 

Research estimated that the race generated 
95,000 hotel nights in Kent, and that each £1 
invested in bringing the tour to the UK saw a 
return of more than £9. 

The report calls the financial impact on the 
host economies an “exceptional result”. 

The university’s research does not include 
the value of the UK or international television 


coverage, which saw the Kent stage profiled in 
170 countries around the world. 

It also excludes the UK press coverage, val¬ 
ued by Cision - the media monitoring compa¬ 
ny - at more than £5 million. 

KCC Tour De France project coordinator 
Amanda Lumley said: “The research proves it 
was right to bring the tour to Kent and that 
the county is more than capable of hosting 
world-class sporting events.” 

Additional research suggests the county’s 
cycle retailers also enjoyed a welcome boost. It 
found that 63 per cent of bike shop owners 
believe the tour helped their businesses. 

The tour was brought to the UK by 
Transport for London working in conjunction 
with Kent County Council, Amaury Sport 
Organisation, SEEDA, European Interreg 3A 
funding, Medway council, district councils and 
emergency services.
